Yotu  will  probably  do  your  first  can- 
ning in  June,  at  least  you  ought  to  if 
you  can  possibly  arrange  it.  Asparagus 
will  be  ready  then  as  will  also  greens, 
peas,  rhubarb  and  some  of  the  small 
fruit.  It  will  also  be  better  to  can 
beans  at  this  time,  and  beets  if  you  can 
. any,  and  it  would  be  nice  to  have  a few 
although  you  can  store  them  like  other 
root  crops. 

Beans — 

3 pounds  of  seed  will  plant  six  50- 
foot  rows. 

6 rows  will  yield  at  one  picking  two 
bushels. 

Two  bushels  of  beans  will  can  40  qts. 
Sweet  Corn- 

One  and  one-half  pounds  of  seed  will 
plant  twelve  one-hundred  foot  rows.. 

Twelve  one-hundred  foot  rows  will 
yield  at  one  picking,  five  hundred  ears. 

Five  hundred  ears  will  can  fifty 
quarts  of  corn. 

Peas — 

6 pounds  of  peas  will  plant  six  50-foot 
rows. 

Six  fifty-foot  rows  will  yield  at  one 
picking  two  bushels  of  peas. 

2 bushels  of  peas  in  the  pod  will  shell 
out  20  quarts. 

20  quarts  of  shelled  peas  will  can  20 
quarts, 

T omatoes — 

One  packet  of  seed  will  produce  an 
abundance  of  plants. 

25  plants  spaced  four  by  five  feet  will 
yield  at  one  picking,  two  and  one-half 
bushels. 

Two  and  one-half  bushels  will  can  50 
quarts. 

Of  course  these  quantities  will  vary 
with  the  season  and  the  care  the  crop 
receives.  At  best,  it  is  only  an  estimate 
but  it  is  an  estimate  based  on  records 
of  yields  and  is  close  enough  for  all 
practical  purposes. 

Ask  for  a booklet  telling  all  about 
canning  fruit  and  vegetables  by  the 
“cold  pack”  method.  There  is  no  charge 
for  it.

High  Priced  Melons 

You  folks,  who  are  in  the  habit  of 
depending  on  the  stores  for  your  melons, 
had  better  look  ahead  this  season.  The 
new  high  freight  rate  is  going  to  cut 
quite  a figure  in  the  selling  price  of 
both  watermelons  and  muskmelons.  It 
will  either  be  a case  of  putting  some  of 
the  growers  out  of  business  or  advanc- 
ing the  price  to  cover  transportation 
charges. 

The  moral  to  this  is  to  grow  your  own 
supply.  You  ought  to  do  that  any  way. 
It  is  not  often  you  can  get  a really  high 
quality  melon  at  the  store.  As  a rule 
they  have  laid  around  and  wilted  until 
they  are  not  very  good,  and  also  a great 
many  of  the  growers  pick  them  too 
green.  This  is  especially  true  in  the 
case  of  watermelons.  Grow  your  own 
melons,  then  you  can  feel  free  to  eat  as 
many  as  you  should,  for  they  are  a nec- 
essity, not  a luxury.  See  condensed 
price  list. 

Late  Cabbage 

What  time  do  most  of  you  folks  plant 
your  late  cabbage?  If  you  are  like  the 
people  around  here,  most  of  you  get  it 
in  too  early.  For  certain  varieties,  as 
Cornbelt  and  Surehead,  plant  the  seed 
the  last  of  May  and  thin  it  out  a month 
later.  If  you  transplant,  it  should  be 
planted  just  a little  earlier,  for  trans- 
planting will  set  it  back  some,  but  not 
much. 

There  is  less  risk  in  planting  the  seed 
right  where  it  is  to  stand.  If  you  want 
to  economize  in  seed,  plant  it  in  hills, 
say  30  or  36  inches  apart  in  the  row. 
However,  a pound  of  seed  to  the  acre 
can  be  put  on  with  an  Iron  Age  or 
Standard  drill,  drilling  it  along  instead 
of  planting  it  in  hills. 

There  is  a lot  of  risk  in  transplanting 
during  the  latter  part  of  June.  You 
know  that  it  is  about  the  time  our  dry 
weather  begins  and  transplanting  cab- 
bage during  a dry  spell,  when  the  sun 
is  hot,  is  a pretty  hard  job.

We  are 
great  believers  in  vaccination.  Every- 
thing that  we  sell  is  vaccinated  and 
when  we  buy  hogs  from  others  wc  in- 
sist on' getting  stuff  that  is  vaccinated. 

Our  young  pigs  we  vaccinate  before 
they  are  weaned.  Generally  when  they 
are  about  a month  old,  or  say  anywhere 
from  three  weeks  to  six  weeks  old.  Wc 
find  that  the  pigs  recover  from  the  vac- 
cination lots  easier  when  they  are  small 
that  way  and  that  the  results  are  just  as 
permanent.  We  also  find  that  the  pigs 
are  not  so  likely  to  have  complications 
and  other  troubles  from  their  vaccina- 
tion when  they  are  vaccinated  small  this 
way. 

If  you  have  pigs  which  you  expect  to 
sell  to  us,  you  should  by  all  means  have 
them  vaccinated,  and  have  them  vaccin- 
ated if  possible  before  they  are  weaned. 
Then  if  you  have  occasion  to  try  to  sell 
them  to  us  you  will  find  it  much  easier 
to  make  the  sale.

Can  a Woman  Run  a Wheel 


Hoe?

Holdredge  Pumpkin  Show 


It  must  be  Holdredge  that  is  staging 
this  big  show,  although  v/e  do  not  have 
anything  very  definite  yet.  It  is  to  in- 
clude Franklin,  Kearney,  Buffalo,  Har- 
lan, Phelps,  Furnas,  Gosper,  Dawson, 
Red  Willow,  Frontier,  Lincoln,  Hitch- 
cock, Flayes,  Dendy,  Chase  and  Perkins 
counties  in  Nebraska,  and  Rawlins, 
Cheyenne,  Decatur,  Norton,  Phillips  and 
Smith  counties  in  Kansas. 

It  sure  will  be  some  pumpkin  show. 
They  are  offering  $500.00  first  prize  for 
the  largest  pumpkin,  and  $500.00  in  a 
number  of  other  prizes.  I would  sug- 
gest, if  you  are  interested  that  you  write 
the  Secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce at  Holdredge,  Nebraska.  They 
will  be  able  to  tell  you  who  to  write,  or 
possibly  can  send  you  particulars. 

The  folks  down  in  that  part  of  the 
country  will  be  wanting  to  know  about 
varieties  and  methods.  Rich  soil,  good 
cultivation  and  plenty  of  room  are  some 
of  the  things  that  are  necessary  to  raise 
big  pumpkins.  If  you  have  good  alfalfa 
or  clover  sod,  this  will  be  fine.  You  can 
also  use  tankage  as  a fertilizer.  Use 
the  same  tankage  as  you  feed  your 
stock.  Spade  in  as  much  as  a quart  in 
each  hill,  say  two  or  three  feet  across. 
Most  of  the  feeding  roots  are  within  6 
inches  of  the  surface,  so  it  will  do  no 
good  to  bury  a lot  of  manure  away  down 
in  the  ground  with  soil  on  top.  If  you 
have  some  well  rotted  manure,  spade  it 
in  the  soil,  but  do  not  use  manure  that 
has  not  rotted. 

We  have  three  or  four  large  varieties 
of  pumpkins,  the  Mammoth  Tours, 
Mammoth  Chili  and  King  of  the  Mam- 
moths, all  15c  per  ounce,  or  45c  per 
% pound.  Would  suggest  you  get  an 
ounce  of  each  and  select  the  nice  plump 
seed  in  all  of  them.  Plant  not  less  than 
a dozen  seed  to  the  hill,  so  you  will  have 
a few  plants  for  the  bugs.  Later  on 
thin  to  a plant  or  two  to  the  hill.  Ask 
for  “Helpful  Hints  for  Gardeners,” 
which,  among  other  things,  tells  about 
growing  pumpkins  and  squashes.

Plant  Some  Feterita 

I believe  that  it  will  pay  you  to  plant 
at  least  a trial  patch  to  feterita,  the  new 
grain  sorghum,  and  if  you  live  in  a dry 
country  you  ought  to  plant  a big  field 
of  it,  for  it  will  stand  more  drouth  than 
anything  I ever  saw.  In  many  parts  of 
Oklahoma  and  Kansas  it  was  the  only 
thing  that  made  a crop  at  all  last  fall. 
It  made  a fairly  good  crop  where  milo, 
kaffir  and  such  crops  failed  entirely. 

It  makes  fine  feed  for  stock  of  any 
kind  and  is  valuable  both  for  grain  and 
fodder.  It  is  especially  fine  for  chicken 
feed,  and  yields  heavily  even  on  a small 
patch.  It  should  be  drilled  in  rows  like 
corn  and  cultivated  the  same  way.  Thin 
to  about  6 inches  apart  in  the  row, 
single  stalks,  2 to  3 pounds  will  plant 
an  acre.  It  will  yield  anywhere  from 
25  to  75  bushels  of  seed  per  acre,  ac- 
cording to  the  soil  and  the  season.

Too  Late  to  Plant  Peonies 


Peonies  can  be  set  either  in  fall  or 
spring.  Fall  is  the  best,  but  spring  is 
all  right  if  you  set  them  early.  Every 
year  we  get  lots  of  orders  for  Peony 
plants  in  May,  after  they  are  a foot 
high  and  budded  to  bloom.  They  would 
be  sure  to  die.

Tobacco  Dust  for  Bugs

tobacco  dust  for  the  bugs  and  plant 
lice.  If  you  wait  until  they  appear  it 
will  be  too  late.  Always  figure  on  de- 
layed freight  or  express  and  order  early 
enough  so  that  the  railroad  companies 
can  hold  shipment  up  along  the  line  as 
long  as  they  like  and  yet  reach  you  in 
time  for  the  bugs  and  lice. 

I don’t  know  that  you  will  need  it,  but 
you  can’t  afford  to  take  chances.  To- 
bacco dust  is  one  of  the  best  things  I 
know  of  to  drive  the  striped  bugs  away 
and  kill  the  lice.  The  bugs  and  lice  are 
not  fond  of  tobacco  as  poor  depraved 
man,  and  promptly  move  out  when 
dusted.  Sprinkle  the  dust  on  the  plants 
when  they  are  small  and  on  the  under 
side  of  the  leaves  for  the  lice.

V/e  have  pracllcally  the 
only  commercial  supply  of  the  seed,  as  wha': 
we  sold  the  year  before  was  sold  mostly  in 
one  ounce  packages  which  made  only  lim- 
ited amounts  of  seed. 

“We  have  been  getting  hundreds  of  let- 
ters this  winter  begging  for  seed,  but  we 
have  sold  all  we  had  except  a small  amount 
we  were  holding  back  to  go  out  in  ounces. 
We  memaged,  however,  to  buy  back  at  a stiff 
premium  some  of  the  seed  we  had  sold  to 
the  De  Graff  Food  Company,  De  Graff,  Ohio, 
early  in  the  season  and  passed  it  on  to  our 
customers.  Also  we  bought  in  small 
amounts  grown  by  our  customers  from  seed 
we  sold  them  the  year  before.  All  of  this, 
however,  is  only  a drop  in  the  bucket  com- 
pared with  the  demand  and  most  of  you  will 
have  to  wait  until  a new  crop  of  seed  is 
grown. 

“Fortunately  the  De  Graff  Food  Company 
took  some  of  their  seed  down  into  the  lower 
Rio  Grande  Valley  in  Texas  and  planted  it 
in  November  and  they  hope  to  harvest  a 
crop  of  new  seed  by  May  1st,  in  time  for 
this  year’s  seeding. 

“Mr.  Crites,  the  president  of  the  company, 
was  here  recently  on  his  way  back  from 
Texas,  and  says  the  crop  is  coming  along 
fine,  and  he  promised  to  let  us  have  for  our 
customers  some  of  the  seed  harvested. 

“So  we  will  book  you  new  crop  seed  for 
delivery  first  half  of  May  (subject  of  course 
to  i.s  ripening  by  then),  at  50c  per  ounce, 
or  $5.00  PER  POUND.  This  will  be  grown 
from  our  seed  and  carefully  watched  and 
rogued. 

“Meanwhile,  as  long  as  our  present  stock 
of  seed  lasts  we  are  selling  ounces,  not  over 
2 in  a place,  at  50c  per  ounce,  and  pounds, 
when  we  can  get  the  seed,  at  $10.00  PER 
POUND. 

“You  know,  of  course,  what  it  is.  It  is 
the  greatest  new  farm  crop  since  the  intro- 
duction of  alfalfa  and  Prof.  Hughes  says  it 
will  revolutionize  farm  practice  and  rotations 
in  the  Corn  Belt.” 

Since  that  was  written  we  had  a let- 
ter from  Mr.  Crites  reporting  on  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  Hubam  in  Texas, 
and  he  says  there  is  no  doubt  in  the 
world  but  that  the  first  seed  they  de- 
liver will  be  much  earlier  than  the  or- 
iginal strain  and  he  feels  that  this  seed 
can  be  planted  with  safety  until  the 
middle  of  June.  Of  course  that  will 
all  depend  on  where  you  live.  He  also 
emphasizes  the  fact  that  the  Hubam 
will  mature  seed  after  frost  and  that 
the  seed  can  really  be  planted  much 
later  than  most  people  have  supposed. 

So  if  you  do  not  make  up  your  mind 
until  late  or  if  you  wish  to  save  $2.00 
per  pound,  by  buying  the  Texas  seed 
for  $8.00  instead  of  the  spot  seed  we 
have  now  at  $10.00,  we  have  no  less  an 
authority  than  Mr.  Crites  to  quote  as  to 
the  possibility  of  your  maturing  the 
seed  planted  even  as  late  as  the  first 
week  in  June. 


Personally,  we  believe  the  seed  ought 
to  be  in  the  ground  from  the  15th  to  the  ! 
20th  of  May.  Up  at  Ames  they  planted 
some  in  May  and  we  also  planted  some 
in  May  last  year  and  both  of  us  had 
seed  to  show  for  our  labor.  But  • last 
fall  was  an  exceptional  one  in  that  the 
frosts  came  very  late. 

We  donf  want  you  to  buy  something 
and  be  disappointed,  but  really  the  de-

Please  send  me  3 pounds  of  the 
Hubam  Annual  White  Sweet  Clover  as  soon 
as  possible.  Three  pounds  is  all  Ihe  cash 
that  I can  scare  up  just  now  because  money 
is  pretty  hard  to  get  hold  of,  but  will  send 
for  more  if  I get  ihe  cash  before  seeding 
time. 

“I  have  2 pounds  on  hand  raised  from 
the  sample  from  the  Iowa  Experimen.al  Sta- 
tion last  year.  I got  2 pounds  from  46 
plants  and  I sure  am  crazy  about  the  dope. 
/ have  7 acres  of  the  old  kind  of  sweet  clov- 
er, but  this  is  by  far  the  best.  Find  en- 
closed check  for  $30.00  for  same.  Yours 
truly," 

(This  man  lives  in  South  Dakota). 

Listen  to  another  letter  from  one  of 
our  customers,  way  up  in  the  northwest 
corner  of  South  Dakota. 

“Last  spring  I received  one  of  the  samples 
of  Hubam  Annual  White  Sweet  Clover  from 
Ames.  I had  rather  bad  luck  with  it  to  be- 
gin with,  as  we  had  a terrible  cloud  burst 
ihe  8ih  of  May,  just  as  it  was  coming  up. 
It  washed  out  all  but  about  40  of  the  200 
planis.  Of  these  about  20  produced  some 
seed  and  several  were  well  loaded  and  I have 
perhaps  half  a pound  or  a little  more. 

“I  think  that  by  getting  a pound  from 
you  and  putting  it  in  as  I did  last  year  in 
rows,  I will  have  all  I can  use  and  some  to 
spare  next  year.  If  you  will  keep  my  name 
cn  your  record  as  having  received  the  seed 
from  you,  it  may  be  that  we  can  deal  to  mu- 
tual ^vantage  in  the  future,  as  I intend  to 
raise  all  of  this  northern  grown  seed  I can,  if 
ihe  price  is  even  reasonable. 

“My  idlest  plants  were  better  than  6 ft., 
and  on  land  where  usually  one-half  a ion  of 
prairie  hay  can  be  cut  and  that  only  about 
every  other  year.  I am  in  the  center  of  the 
northwest  corner  of  South  Dakota,  where  it 
is  pretty  high  and  dry,  with  early  and  late 
f rests. 

“It  is  evident,  from  my  experience  last 
year,  that  it  will  have  to  become  somewhat 
acclimated  for  best  results  in  producing 
seed.

On  each  and  every  order 
we  will  send  out  a certificate  stating 
that  the  customer  is  buying  the  genuine 
Hubam,  so  that  when  he  has  seed  to 
sell  this  fall  or  next  spring,  he  will  have 
something  on  which  to  back  him  up. 

In  connection  with  the  new  Annual 
sweet  clover,  or  Hubam,  as  they  will 
call  it  from  now  on,  if  any  of  you  who 
are  reading  this  page  ever  happen  near 
Ames,  Iowa,  be  sure  and  stop  off  and 
call  on  Prof.  Hughes,  or  at  least  have 
permission  to  go  through  the  green- 
houses where  he  is  conducting  some 
very  interesting  tests  with  the  Hubam 
compared  with  the  biennial,  on  differ- 
ent types  of  soil  and  also  from  seed 
grown  in  different  parts  of  the  world.

There  is  no  sense  in 
buying  poor  seed  and  no  need 
cf  i:.  If  you  will  spend  $1.00 
cn  a small  microscope,  or  a 
few  cents  on  postage  stamps 
eetiing  samples  and  sending 
them  to  your  staie  experiment 
station,  you  will  learn  a heap 
b-ut  pure  seed.  Don’t  buy 
any  seed,  even  from  a neigh- 
b-r’s  farm,  without  strict  ex- 
. ;::ination.  The  bad  weeds  are 
re. ting  to  be  everywhere  and 
i ou  are  liable  to  get  them 
where  least  expected. 

The  worst  offenders  are  the 
dealers  in  small  towns  who 
handle  grass  seed  as  a side 
line.  They  know  very  little 
about  it  and  care  less,  just  so 
they  can  make  a good  profit 
on  the  seed.  There  are  whole- 
sale dealers  who  are  looking 
for  just  this  kind  of  custom- 
ers, and  they  load  them  up 
wbh  this  devilish  imported 
cull  seed,  and  the  merchant 
offers  it  to  the  farmers  at  a 
tempting  price.  The  regular 
seedsmen,  having  a knowledge 
of  the  business,  fine  machin- 
,:--y  for  cleaning  seed,  and  a 
reputation  to  maintain,  are 
more  likely  to  have  pure  seed. 
Now  listen:  Get  a sample  from 
each  of  your  home  dealers, 
and  some  from  regular  seeds- 
man. Send  them  all  to  your 
slate  experiment  station,  or 
get  them  under  the  glass 
yourselves,  and  then  buy 
where  you  can  get  seed  free 
from  weeds.  Buy  only  on  a 
guarantee  of  purity.  I will 
g’adly  furnish  a sample  of 
miine  for  this  test.* 

You  get  more  real  seed  to 
the  dollar  in  the  high  grades, 
anyway,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
freedom  from  weeds.  The  low 
grades  are  full  of  seed  trash. 

In  one  sample  of  clover  seed
